amended the Unemployment Insurance Act,

On and after September Ist, 1943, employers must 
make contributions in respect of the following employees: 


%* (1) ALL PERSONS engaged in employment hitherto 
insurable, regardless of the amount of earnings, 
who may be paid on an hourly rate, on a daily 
rate, on a weekly rate, or a piece rate (including 
a mileage rate). 


ALL EMPLOYEES paid on a monthly or annual 
salary basis, whose salary, including any cost of 
living bonus which may be received, does not 
exceed $2,400 a year. 


All employees, as above deseribed, must pay their 
contributions as required by law. 


* (2) 


The combined contribution for each employee earn- 
ing $26 or more a week will be in Class 7—G3c a week. 


To Employers: Obtain unemployment insurance 
books from the nearest local office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission as soon as possible, for employees 
above described who will become insurable on September 
Ist, 1943. 


To Employees: It is in your interest to see that your 
employer makes contributions on your behalf from 
September Ist, 1943, if you become insurable through 
this Amendment.

A survey by the Alberta department of 
education shows that this province may 
face a shortage of from 300 to 400 teach- 
ers when the schools open this fall 

If the people of Alberta are short- 
sichted and unwise, they will treat this 
shortage as a phenomenon of war and deal 
with it in an expedient way. If they have 
the vision to understand the real signifi- 
cance of it, they will realize that the pres- 
ent shortage is merely symptomatic of & 
general decline in the teaching profession 
and demand that steps be taken to solve 
the problem permanently. 

It is true that all professions are ex- 
periencing shortages and that the teach- 
ing profession has been affected as much 
as any other by the demands of war But 
the teaching profession has been affected 
out of all proportion, particularly when it 
1any members of 


is remembered that s« 
it are women. 

The truth is that the war has not only 
cut into the membership of the teaching 
profession in a normal way, but it has of- 
fered a chance for many teachers to get 
permanently out of a profession whose op- 


portunities and rewards have been piti- 
fully inadequate since the begining of 
time. 


In other wo the other professions 
may recover their membership after the 


war. Few will go back to the teaching 

profession who have found other and 

more lucrative means of employment, 
This does not say that thousands of 


teachers have not struggled along with the 
financial inadequacy of their profession 
through sheer love of it. If that were not 
so, if devotion had not been the keynote 
of the teacher's life, the system of primary 
education would have utterly collapsed 
years ago 

But it is going to be an increasingly 
difficult job persuade gifted and train- 
ed people to go back into teaching after 
they have accustomed themselves to a 
much higher standard of living than is 
possible under the disgraceful salaries we 
have been willing to pay.

The Italians, they 
Say, apparently consider the mere pro- 
clamation enough to keep Allied bombers 
away. 


The naivete of the Italians in this re- 
gard is astounding. And vet it provides a 
full explanation of their failure to get out 
of the war. 

In spite of the severity of the attacks 
on their cities, they still entertain the out- 
rageous notion that at any time when the 
pressure becomes intolerable they can 
throw up their hands and expect generous 
treatment. They still seem to have the 
idea, as in the case of Rome, that the 
Allies are playing a rough but genial game 
which will end whenever they choose to 
name the time. ‘ 

The best answer to this child-like atti- 
tude is to continue to bomb Rome, They 
have made Rome the symbol of their naive 
treachery. Let that symbol bear the force 
of our reply.

The services are healthful and broad- 
ening and offer an experience from which 
ae girls and women will profit all thei
